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Some Occaſional Speeches, and Memorable paſ- 
ſages of Major General Harrilon's, after 
his comming to Newgate : With bis Speech 
upon the Ladder. 


FI He day of his comming to Newgate from the 
Tower, at night he ſent his Wife word chat that 
was to him as his Wedding-day. 

When the Sentence was pronounced, he ſaid, 
whom men have Judged , God doth not condemn, 
Bleſſed be the Name of the Lord. 

And as he was carried away from the Court 
through the crowd, the People ſhouted; and he cry-. 
ed, Good is the Lord for allthis; I have ns cauſe tc b? 
aſhamed of the Cauſe that T have been engazed in. 

Some Friends askt him how he did; he anſwered, 
Very well, and cannot be ina better Condition if 
had the delires of my Heart ; we muſt bewilling to 
receive hard things from the hands of our Father , 
as well as eaſie things. When he came to Newgate 
there was Chains put upon his Feet, and he ſaid, 
Welcome, Welcome; Oh this is nothing to whar 
Chriſt has undergone for me; this is out of his great 
loving kindneſs and faithfullneſs, and my Gold 15 
All-ſufficient inall Conditions. Andalfo ſoon after 
his comming to the Dungeon in order to his Exe- 
cution, a Woman belonging to the Gao], who was 
ſent to make clean the Room , and to make a fire 
for him, was askt when ſhe came out by divers peo- 
ple ( whereof ſome were Scoffers ) how the Major 
General behaved himſelf, and what he ſaid. To 
which ſhe anſwered , She knew. not what hehad

done to deſerve to bethere; but ſure ſhe was that 


he was agood man, and that never ſuch a man was _ 
there before , for he was full of God, there was nc- 
thing but God in his mouth 3 ſo that it would have 
done any one good to have been near him, or with 
him : And his Diſcourſe and frame of Heart would 
melt the hardeſt of their hearts. 

Some time after he was put into the Hold.. Three 
Miniſters of the Ciry were ſent by the Sheritf to dif- 
courſe with him. 

And their Diſcourſes was to endeavour to cofi- 
vince him, 

Firſt , Of being guilty of the Kings blood. 

Secondly , Of Mr. Love's death. 

Thirdly , Of breakzng the Old Parliament. 

Fourthly , Of being looſe in Family duties, and the 
Obſer vation of the Lords day. 

Fifcthly, Of the ufineſs of thu thing that was upon 
him , by reaſon of his iniquity. 

To which he anſwered, As co the Blood of the 
King , 1 have nor in the leaſt any Guilt lying upon 
me ; for ] have many a time ſought the Lord with 
Tears to, know if I had done amiſs in it, but was 
rather confirmed that the thing was more of God 
than of Men: And beſides what I did, 1 did by Au- 
thority of Parliament , which was then the only 
lawfull Authority ; for God owned it by pleading 
their Cauſe , and fighting cheir Battels for them ; 
the Lords People owned it by rejoycing in it, and 
praying for 1t ; the Generality of People both in 
England , Scotland, and weld owned it by yield- 
ing Obedience to it; Forein Princes owned it by 
ſending their Ambaſſadors ; therefore it was'rather 
the Acc of the Parliament, than ours, that was their 
Servants., He declared that he was very tender of 
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"the King, inſomuch that the King himſelt diJ confeſs 


that ne tound himnotſucha perſon, as he was re- 


' pxe{ented to him ( when he was brought owt of the 


/ 


ritiihe had but ſeen his Face before,he ſhould not 
h2-e larboured (uch hard thoughts of him. 

Secondly , as te Mr. Love's Death, I] was in Scot- 
[:::4 when he was Condemned, and had no hand in 
it in the leaſt. They dehired to know it he did not 
tay then, That if a Godly man ſo tranſgreſſe as to bring 
bmnſ.lf under the Condemnation of the Law , it were not 
& jujt 16ing for him to ſi ffer for his ſin; he told them he 
did not remember that he did fay fo, but then faid, 
T/ r Godly man did ſotranſgreſs atighteous Lawghe ought 
ro ſn-fer as another man. | 

Thirdly, The breaking of the Parliament was 
the Act and Deiign of General Cremwell, for] did 
know mothing of it; that morning before it was 
done , he called me to go along with him to the 
Honfſe, and after he had brought all into diſo;der, 1 
went to the Speaker and told him, Sir, (eeing things 
are brought to this pals,it is not requiſite for you to

Nav there; he anſwered, he would not come down. 


unleſs he was pulled ont ; Sir, faid |, Iwill lend you 
my hand , and he putring his hand into mine, came 
down without apy pulling ; fo that I did not pnll 
him; indeed afterwards ] was glad the thing was 
done., for I did: fee they did intend to perpetuate 
themlelves,, without doing thoſe deitrable things 
which were expected and longed for by the Lords 
people; and apprehending that God had done his 
Work by them, and chat he had ſome worthy per- 
ſons to come upon the Stage ; the Lord is my Wit- 
neſs that 1 hac-no_Self-end in that Action, bur it 
was out of the Integrity of my heart to the Lord.

Che Servant anſwered, That thoſe Reports were ve- 
ry falſe : for bis Maſter was a man in a manner wholly de- 
vated to Religions Exerciſes, very frequent in Prayer, and 
diligent in expounding zbe Scriptures, to the great comfort 
end conſolation of bis whole Family , and that be was very 
zealous in obſerving the Lords Day. . 
Fitthly , He ſaid, That the Lords Spirit did wit- 
nels with his Spirit, that all his fins were done away 
by Jeſus Chriſt; and that he had peace with God, and 
was alſured that this was not come upon him for his 
Iniquity, A 
They diſcourſed of many other thinge, but theſe 
were the chiefeſt, fo far as one then preſent could af- 
terwards remember. H: parted very ſweeely and lo- 
vizgly with the ſaid Minifters;and they told him that 
they came then by the deſire of the Sheriffz but

Many Friends came to vifit him whileſt he was in 
that place, and found him full of the joy of the Lord;

vice to be done by his People , That I ſhould be im- 
ployed in it; And xow bleſſed be the Name of God , who 
accounted me wortby to be put upon this ſervice for my Lord 
Chriſt: Oh, this 3s nothing to what Chriſt bath ſuffered 
for me ! 

He parted with his Wife and Friends wich great 


... oy and chearfullnef:, as he did uſe to do when going 


fome journey , or about ſome fervice for the Lord. 
He cold his Wite , He had nothing to leave her but 
his Bble; bur that he was aſſured that God would 
make up all her Lofſes in due time; and defired 
that Thoſe char did love him, ſhould manifeſt 
their Love in being loving and tender to his dear 
Wife. | 

Some paſſages at the Dungeon door as he came 
forth , The Sheriff commanding the Keeper ro ac- 
quaint Mr. Harriſon he muſt go to ſuffer. The Keep- 
er came forch and returned Anſwer , That he was 
ready when he pleaſed, Then the Sheriff. command- 
ed the Keeper to fetch him forth ; ſo he came forth 
immediately , ſooner than was expeRed; ( running 
down the Stairs with a ſmiling countenance) by _ 
_; on

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ſon of his ſudden coming, the door (that he was to 
0 UP a pair of ſtairs at)was not opened, which occa- 
jjoned his ſtay in the Hall till the Keeper could be 
found; and there one Mrs.M. took him by the hand, 
and ſaid with a loud voice, Bleſſed be the great God of 
Hoſts, that hath enabled you, and called you forth to bear 


your Teftimony 3 the God of all grace and peace be with 


you and keep you faithfull to the death, that you _— 
ceive a Crown of Life. With that one ofche ers 
pulled the Woman away by the ſhoulder, ſfaying,A» 
way with this Woman, ſhe ſtands prating here. But 
the Major General replyed, Be not offended with 


her, ſhe ſpeaks Scripture-langnage : So they thruſt 


her away from him, and would not permit any £0 
ſpeak more to him in that place. Then he (peak ſay* 
ing, I bl:fſe God that hath called me forth, and hath ena- 
bled me in the power of bis ftrength, to offer my life with 
ſatisfation and chearſullneſſe in obedience to the will of 
God, I b'eſſe the Lord I am full of the manifeſtation of his 
love in the Lord Feſws; Ti's @ day of joy to my ſoul. Tſay 
God hath enabled me, to whom all the Powers of the world 
are but as the drop of a Bucket ; And ſaid he, Ido find 
ſo much of the joy of the Lord coming in, that he.was car- 
ried far above the fear of death, being going to receive 
that glorious and incorruptible Crown which Chriſt batb 
prepared for him. 

Then he was carried into a room where the com- 
mon priſoners were, and cold chem what a ſad thing 
It was to becondemned to dye,and to want the love 
and favour of God : But it*s not (o with me; for 
though Idye, yet 1 know 1 ſhall live with Chriſt to 
all Eternity; and this is out of the exceeding riches 
of the grace of God;for he it 1s that maketh thedif- 
ference : Foras Iam in my ſelf, Iam a baſe, vile and 
nothino-creature 5 but compleat in him whos the 
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Head of all Principalities and Powers. Poor men ! 
I wiſh you all as well as I do my own Soul. Oh that 
you did but know Chriſt ! his bowels earns towards 
the greateſt of {inners ; his bloud is ſufficient codo 
away the deepeſt iniquity;he waiteth to be gracious, ' 
and 15 willing to receive all that come unto him : 
Oh therefore labour to come to Chriſt, your time in 
this world is ſhort and uncertain; you are walking 
upon.the brink of Eternity, and areready to drop 
in every moment, .if you dye ,without the fear of 
God, you will be mulerable for everand ever; bur 
if you come toknow, Chriſt to be yours, it will be 
your Joy and happineile world without end.He then 
put his hands into his pocket, and gave them ſome 
money, and wifhed them to take heed of finning a- 
gainſt the Lord. And fram thence was carried upon 
the leads on the top of Newgate, ſo that he could ſee 
the greateſt part of the City, he then ſaid, The Earth 
# the Lordy,and the fulneſs thereof, and there 1s nothing 
bid from his eyes. From thence he was carried down 
two pair of ſtairs, where he was tyed about the back, 
breaſt, and ſhoulders, he cook the Rope 1n his hand, 
- and ſaid, Friends take notice that Ged gives me power t8 
receive this with thanksgiving, and he helped the Ser- 
zeant to put onthe rope. Then a friend came weep- 
ig to him to take her Jeave of tim: he ſaid, Hinder 
me not, for I am going about a work;for my Maſter, Then 
looking about him ſajd,S:rs,it's eafie to foliow God 
when he makes a hedge about us, and make: liberal 
proviſionfor us;bur it's hard for moſt to follow him 
inſuch a diſpenſation as this; and yet my Lord and 
Maſter 1s as {weet and glorious to me now, as he was 
in the time of r1y greateſt proſperity. | 
He allo ſaid thi: I can ſay for my (elf,That according 


ts tbe Light that God hath given me, I have ſerved him 
| s and 
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and my Country with -integrity. and upriphtneſs of heart, 


not willingly nor wittingly wronging any ; Bur this have 
I do:ie with niuch innrmity and weakneſs. One tel- 
ling tim that ne did not know how to underſtand the: 
mind of Gud jn-ſuch a diiputation as this; He faid, 
Wait upon the Lord, for you know. not what the Lord is lead- 
ing to, and what 1ie end of the Lord will be. 

Afrcr this addreiling himſelf co a Gentleman, he 
Gid, I dare not,nor cannot be a pleaſer of men : A Friend 
anſwered, it appeared ſa by your declining Cromwel's 
intercti; which words he affented to: and further ſaid, 
the manner of my ſpeaking before the Court may, 
ſem {irange to ſome 3 but my Deſign was-not to ap». 
prove my {cIf before men; but God ; and whar I ſaid 
wat according to my Conſcience. 'And as the Rope' 
was tying on, he repeated Tſaac's words to Abraham, 
Father, here is the IYoodz but where # the Sacrifice 2-And 
alto ſaid, If tbe Lord ſce good, be can providg quother Sa-' 
crifice; be can deliver thoſe ibat are appointee dye._; but 
Þis will be done, Death is not terrible to me 5, ;*a, itggno 
more to me than a Ruſh, I bave learnt to dye long Wiſs : 
And was often heard. to ſay concerning the Lords 
diipenfation to kim and his people , Shall net the Loyd 
do With his own what it plzaſeth bim?

Thenhe 
was carried away(in the Sledge, having aſweetiſmi-- 
ling Countenance, with:-his'eyes and hands lifted up 
to Heaven, his Countenance nevetchanging in all the 
way as he went to the place of Execution , 'but was 
mighty chearfull, to the aſtoniſhment of many. "He

I fee it. When he was taken off the Sledge,the Hang: 
man defired him co forgive him? I do forgive thee

ther ſaid , Alas poor man! thou doft it ignorantly;

1 bleſſe God 1 have no 
guilt upon my Conſcience, but the Spirit of God 
beareth witnefſe that my AQtions are acceptable to 
the Lord through Jeſus Chriſt ; though I have been 
compaſſed about with manifold infirmities, Failings, 
and ImperfeRions in my Holieſt Daties ; but in this 
I have comfort and conſolation, that I have peace 
with Gad, and do fee all my fins waſht away in the 
blood of my dear Saviour. And I do declare as before 
the Lord, that 1 would not be guilty wittingly nor 
willingly of che blood of the meaneſt ſon, no not for 
ten thouſand worlds, much leffe of the blood of ſuch 
a8 I am charged with, 
I have again and again beſought the Lord with 
tears, to make known his will and mind gnto me 
concerning it; and to this day he hath rather con- 


firmed 
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firmed me in the Juftice of it; and therefore | leave ic 
to him, and to him I commie my waies;but ſome that

Therefore if a man could live 
here 1000000. millions of-yeare, and enjoy his hearts 
delice, and all the variety of pleaſures which this 
world can afford, and afterwards be deprived of Pa- 
radice, or be damned, « hat a ſad Bargain would that 
be; for the Saints are all that whilein Heaven , and 
{hall be there for ever 3 and if a man might be alwaies 
younger an live here forever , if fach a thing were 
pcſhble, yer could not that content him , becauſe he 
1s capable of good; and ifit were put to the choyce 
ot an illuminate Chriſtian whether to live here 1000 
years in health, wealch, and all chac ſoul and body can 
de({ire, or to be in Heaven but one day , he ought x0 
choſe the latter , Pſal, 48, ſo one minuits being in 
Heaven is to be preferred before a perpetuity of all 
worldly pleaſuret, for to be abſent from the Lord is 
more grievous than all humane delights can be com- 
tortable, if ic were bur a pretty good condition, if 
m:n were ſure alwaies ſo to continue , it would be 
comfoitable ; therefore to think of an everlaſting 
Crown of Glory, is a foul-melting conſideration.

| by the largenefle of the place we may guefle at the 
greatnelje of the joyes and pleaſures , that the Ele&t 
are but few in compariſon of thoſe who ſhall be turn-_ 
ed into Hell, Pſal. 9, 17. as it were thruſt into a hole 
together , Mat. 25. 23. our Lords joy can beno little 
joy , and ic is too bip to enter into us, we muſt enter 
into it.

Some memorable Paſſages of Mr, Hugh Pe- 
ters, in bis Impriſoument at Newgate, aud 
at the time of his Execution at Charing- 
Croſs, Oftober 16. 1660. 


Re Peters, as is well known, was exerciſed un- 
| der great conflict in his own fpiric, during the 
time of his Impriſonment, fearing ( as he would often 
{ay ) that he ſhould not go chrough his ſafferings with 
courage and comfort, and faid to his Friends, that he 
was ſomewhat unprepared for death, and therefore un- 
willing to dye ; ſomething he faid he had commited, 
and other things omitted, which troubled him ;* bat 
thought was a cloudy and dark cay wich him fcra 
ſeaſon, yet the light of God's grace and favour would 
break forth at laſt, 

And furcly the favour of God did at the Jaſt ap» 
pear ; for alittle before he went forth to Execution 
( as many can teſtifie ) he was well compoſed in his 
Spirit, and chearfully faid,l thank God now I &n dye, 
1 cn Jook death in the face and nor be afraid. | 

As for that {Janderous report which was too much 
rec:ived by good People as well as bad, to wir, Th 
be was guilty of Uncleanneſs. A Friend coming to 
him ia Priſon, put that Queſtion ſeriouſly _ =- 
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oberly to his ſoul; co which he replyed., That he , 
bleſſed the Lord , he was wholly clear in 1hat matter , and 
that be never knew any Woman but his own wife. 

A night or two before he ſuifercd; two of the E- 
piſcopal Clergy , who as ſore report were the Kings 
Chaplains, came to give him a viii; they endeavour-

B ing asked by ſome Friends, how he found him» 
elf firted to encounter with Death. He anſwer- 
ec, | can ſay nuthing untill I come to die, 1 dare goe 
boaſt ti]I-I put off my Armour, but d:fire your Pray- 
ers untill there be no more need of them. 

Returning from his Tryal at the Court to his 
Priſon with a chearfull countenance, and his Wife 
coming full of trouble, he. ſaid, Not a Tear Wife, 
what burt have they done me, to ſend me ſooner to 
| Heaven ? And'[ blefſe the Lord I could have freely 
. gone from the Bar to the Gibbet: They had notbing 
againſt me neither by Gods Law nor their own 
Law, to condemn me : was it ever known that aman 
| ſhould die for ſuch words ? and further ſaid, though 
- men had Judged, yet God had not Condemned. 


Some taking notice of his courſe Jodging, ke s,

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What matter is it co have a licele durty way, when 
we have a fair houſe to come Into, . 

Thenlooking upon Friends about him, faid, If 
ae fight of ſo few of Gods people be fo comforta- 
ble, what will it b: to enjoy all the Saints in Hea- 
ven together ? 

Towards the cloſe of that Evening he went to 
prayer , { divers being 'preſent, who admired the 
bleſſed frame of Spirie that he was in ) admiring 
God in all his appearances for his poor people; he 
laid all his comfort in the blood ofa crucified 
Chriſt, and upon the Covenant of free grace ; he did 
heartily defire pardon for all his Judges, Jury, and 
thoſe Witneſles that had ſworn falfly againſt him.

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which we were engaped in under the Parliament, I 
am now fpoing to be their Martyr.

Four of his fellow Priſoners paſſed by his Cham= 
ber door, as they were going forth to Execution, and 
+ being denyrd fight of chem, he called them'by their 
Names, 2nd with a mighty fervent Spiric ſaid, The 
Lord go with you, the Angel of his preſence ftand by you * 
( and then tarning to his Friends, ſaid ) Ob they are 
gone to Heaven before me, but we will give them up 
to ihe Lord, and ſo went to Prayer, and roreſently 
afrer he went to Prayer again, ſaying; God bath re 

that 
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that be will make us joyful in the bouſe of Prayer : and 
many obſerved that he did perform the duty of 
Prayer five times that day himſelf, wherein te laid 
himſelf very low before the Lord, acknowledging 
himſelf che worſt of all the Priſoners, and that he 
ſhould have the leaft to ſay for God, and would ſay 
to his Friends, ſay nothing of me, till you ſee me 
on the uppermoſt round of the Ladder. 

His Daughter coming in, he told her thae he had 
left Jeſus Chrift an Executor in truſt for her. 

Having given an account to fome perſons for their 
ſatisfation about his proceedings againſt the Rc- 
bels in Ireland, ſaid, I can ſay in Humility, that God 
did uſe me as an Inſtrument in my place, for the ſep- 
preſling of that bloody Enemy, and when I condde- 
red their bloody Cruelty, in murthering ſo many 
thouſands of Proteſtants and Innocent ſouls , that 
word was much upon my heart, give her blood io 
drink, for ſhe is worthy ; and ſometimes we neicher 
gave nor took Quarter, though ſelf-preſervation 
would have ſaid, give that which you may expe& to 
have. 

One coming in told him that his fellow Priſoners 
died Nobly and Chearfully, (well, faid he, but how 
do they ſtand ?) Anſwer was made, upon a Ladder. 
Bleſſed be God, ſaid be, it is a Jacobs Ladder. 
 . The Sun ſhining into the room, he ſaid, if it be ſo

Laying his hand upon ( his fellow Priſoner) Col,

ts the Crown. Well, our God is the God of Newgate. 

Then the Officer coming to carry them down in-

And coming to the door of the Dungeon , ſaid, I 
am now going to my bed of Roſes, my laft bed. 

Many Friends being with him, there was an emi- 
nent Godly Miniſter of the Presbyterian way ; and 
Col. Axtel taking him by the hand, ſaid, | have one 
word to ſpzak toyou , it is much upon my heart,

Whereupon another Godly Minifter then pre- 
ſent,asking him what he means by che Cauſe ; 

Col. Axtel replyed, Sic I tel] you] mean that 
cauſe which we were encouraged to, and ingaged in 
under the Parliament,which was for common Righe 
and Freedame, and againft che Surplice and Com- 
mon-prayer book; and 1 tell yoa , that Surplice and

Col. Axtel anſwered, there is yet mercy for thee, 
if the Lord give thee repentance.

fering, and had a very comfortable aſſurance that 
God had pardoned and accepted him in the blood 
of Chriſt; he had been a Profeſſor of Religion ma- 
ny years in the Presbyterian way, and a great lover 
of godly Miniſters, 2 man of a juft and honeft con- 
verlation among men, and one that deſired to walk 


blameleſs in che fight of God ; his fellow priſoner. 


did ſay, He believed that Col, Hacker had an intereft 
in Jeſus Chrift "Mm | 
Col, 
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Col. Hacker declared to ſeveral of his own Friends 
a litele before he ſuffered, that the greateſt trouble | 
he had upon his Spiriz, was, that be bad formerly borne | | 
too great a prejudice in bis beart towards the good people of i 
God that differed from bim in jadgement. And then broke | i [ 
forth into this admiration, Owhat am I poor vile worm! 
that God ſhould count me worthy to ſuffer with ſuch precious 
ſouls as theſe are, againſt whom 1 bave been formerly ſo 
much prejudiced. | 
And thus theſe two gracious perſons baving finiſh- 
ed their courſe, and the time of their departure ac W\\} 
hand, were both brought forth of Prifon, the {ledge Ki\d 
being ready for them, they took their leave of ſome 
Friends, that ſtood at the door, and C. Axtel defired 
them to be at the place of Execution ; and both en- 
ring the (ledge, they caft up their eyes towards thas 
God to whom they were coming ; then wich a chear- 
full countenance ſetting themſelves down, they were 
drawn to Tybarygthe place of execution, where a Cart 
was ſet ready, into-which they both aſcended, their 
countenance not at all changed,though now theKing ' 
of Terror ſtared them in the tace; the Ropes being 
[put about their necks, and a burning fire kindled 
before their faces; and being there ready to receive 
that ſentence which nature would have ſunk under, 
if grace had not ſupported, firſt Col. Ate! applies 
bimſelf co the Sheriff in theſe following words.
